Wall Plate with Rotor and F Connectors 


Your RadioShack Wall Plate combines 
a 75-Ohm 24-karat gold-plated coaxial 
cable connector and a five-wire rotator 
outlet in a flush-mount plate. Designed 
for use with an antenna with a coaxial 
cable connector and an antenna rota- 
tor system, such as RadioShack Cat. 
No. 15-1225, the wall plate provides 
secure connections, gives a custom- 
ized look to your installation, and en- 
hances your audio/video equipment’s 
high performance capability. 


INSTALLATION 

To ensure the best possible connec- 
tions, you will need a soldering iron 
and solder. 

Note: If you are mounting the wall 
plate on an existing wall box, begin 
with Step 4. 

1 . Cut a 1 3/4 X 4-inch (4.4 x 1 0.2-cm) 
hole in the wall where you want to 
install the wall plate. 



2. Loosely connect the front and 
back pieces of the mounting 
bracket pair through the outer two 
holes, using the long bolts as 
shown.

3. Sandwich the wall between the 
front and back pieces of the 
mounting brackets. Then position 
the mounting brackets into the wall 
cutout so the center holes are 3V4 
inches (8.25 cm) apart and tighten 
the bracket bolts.

4. Pull the antenna and antenna rota- 
tor cables through the cutout be- 
tween the mounting brackets. 
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5. Separate the antenna rotator ca- 
ble into individual strands for 
about IV 2 inches (3.81 cm) down 
the cable and strip off about V 2 
inch (1.27 cm) of insulation from 
each wire. 



6. Using a Phillips screwdriver, loos- 
en the screw terminals on the back 
of the wall plate. Starting with the 
silver wire in the position shown, 
wrap the ends of the antenna rota- 
tor wires around the screw shanks 
and tighten the screw terminals. 



Caution: Be sure there are no 
loose strands of wire that could 
short between terminals. 


8. Using the short mounting screws, 
secure the wall plate to the center 
holes in the brackets. 



9. Disconnect power from the anten- 
na rotator control. 

10. Using a Phillips screw- 
driver, remove the 
screws on the rotator 
plug and carefully sepa- 
rate the plug halves (be 
careful not to lose the 
prongs). 

11. Insert the rotator control cable 
through the hole on the back of the 
plug. 





7. Plug the antenna cable into the 
75-ohm F-connector on the back 
of the wall plate. 
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12. Separate the rotator control cable 
Into Individual strands for IV 2 Inch- 
es (3.81 cm) down the cable and 
strip off about V 2 Inch (1 .27 cm) of 
Insulation from each wire. 

13. Remove the prongs from the rota- 
tor plug and solder one prong Into 
each of the antenna control wire 
strands. 



15. Holding the plug halves together, 
replace the screws. 

1 6. Insert the plug Into the wall plate. 


17. Connect the 75-Ohm antenna ca- 
ble from a TV/FM tuner to the wall 
plate.

18. Reconnect signage power to the 
antenna rotator control and adjust 
the antenna direction as desired. 


14. When cool, start- 
ing with the #1 sil- 
ver wire. Insert the 
prongs Into the 
plug holes as 
shown. 

Note: If you use 
less than five 
wires to make the 
connection. Insert 
the unconnected 
prongs back Into 
the plug holes for 
support.
